Inspector with the Ontario Department 
of Education, Mr. Devenney has the 
responsibility for camp training and 
elementary physical education in the 
province.

Offers Help 
To All Areas 

Recreation and Cultural Development 
Branch personnel are providing a valu¬ 
able course of instruction for Alberta 
communities who wish to establish a 
recreation program. 

The courses, which are supplied to 
Albertans who wish to become recrea¬ 
tion leaders, include workshops on gen¬ 
eral programming, drama instruction, 
crafts and all phases of athletics. Craft 
instructors in weaving, leather, design 
and ceramics will attend any community 
gathering provided a minimum atten¬ 
dance can be assured. The classes are 
planned for the hours when most resi¬ 
dents are free to benefit from them. 

The only prerequisites for having a 
course in the community are the pro¬ 
vision of facilities and interested mem¬ 
bers. They are planned on a first come, 
first served basis, therefore early ap¬ 
plication is essential. 

Albertans who wish to take advantage 
of the training should check with their 
neighbors and neighboring towns and 
notify the Recreation and Cultural De¬ 
velopment Branch who will send a rep¬ 
resentative to finalize plans for the 
school.

LARGE ATTENDANCE AT BAND CLINICS 
NECESSITATES CHANGE DF LDCATIDN TD BANFF 


The fourth annual Provincial Band 
Clinic during 1962 will be held at the 
Banff School of Fine Arts due to in¬ 
creased interest and attendance. 

For the last three years the Provin¬ 
cial Band and Orchestra Workshop has 
been held at the Olds School of Agri¬ 
culture. From a total of 47 in 1959, the 
student enrolment has increased to 95 
in 1961 with many applications being 
refused owing to limitations imposed by' 
budget and lack of space in the Olds 
school. It was also realized that in the 
future, two bands would have to be 
formed to cater for the widely varying 
capabilities of the instrumentalists 
attending. Then again, the orchestra 
enrolment is expected to rise in 1962. 

It is most important that allowance 
be made for the ever increasing demand 
for this workshop. For these reasons it 
has been decided to move the workshop 
to Banff. 

Already, the Music Division has had 
many requests for reservations at the 
1962 Workshop. The variety and quality 
of instruction offered, coupled with the 
nominal cost to students (roughly $5.00 
to $6.00 per day) has made the Provin¬ 
cial Workshop unique on the North 
American Continent. The instructors 
are all professionals of the highest 
calibre. 

Captain F. M. McLeod, Director of 
Music, Lord Strathcona’s Horse is no 
stranger to Alberta instrumentalists. He 
has instructed at every Provincial and 
many of the Weekend Workshops. 

In 1961, we were fortunate to have 
for the first time, Dr. Ward K. Cole and 
Mr. Martin Boundy. Both of these gen¬ 
tlemen have agreed to return. In 1962, 
Mr. Boundy will be in charge of the 
Senior Band. 

A newcomer to the staff of the Pro¬ 
vincial Workshop will be Mr. Frank 
Piersol, Director of Bands, Iowa State 
University. Mr. Piersol is also the Direc¬ 
tor of the Fred Waring Band Workshop. 
His services are in demand throughout 
the United States. 

Collaboration with the Banff School 
of Fine Arts has made it possible for 
us to draw on the services of their 
resident staff. Herman Haakman will 
be in charge of the string orchestra. 
Mr. Haakman is also conductor of the 
National Youth Orchestra of Canada. 
Clayton Hare, Dean of the Music Fac¬ 


ulty, University of Portland will super¬ 
vise ensemble rehearsals. 

Six instructors from the Edmonton 
Symphony and Calgary Philharmonic 
will be available for the daily individual 
lessons to all string students. The 
string workshop to be held from July 9 
to July 20 will offer orchestral and 
ensemble playing. Students unable to 
attend for the full period of 12 days 
may be accepted for either of two six 
day periods. 

The fee, inclusive of board, lodging 
and tuition will be: July 9 to 20 (12 
days) $72.00; July 9 to 14 (6 days) 
$36.00; July 15 to 20 (6 days) $36.00. 

Band Workshops 

Woodwind, brass, and percussion stu¬ 
dents will be accepted for the periods 
July 23 to 27 inclusive, and July 28 to 
August 4 inclusive. 

The first period, July 23 to July 27, 
is intended for instrumentalists with 
less experience. For this reason, appli¬ 
cants should have had at least two years 
of lessons. Instrumentalists wishing to 
attend during the period, July 28 to 
August 4, must have at least four years 
experience. It is pointed out that this 
latter session is intended for better 
players. Band Directors are asked to 
ensure that only their best instrument¬ 
alists be recommended for this July 28 
to August 4 session. The music studied 
will be comparatively advanced. All 
band instrumentalists will be given daily 
individual lessons and will take part in 
band ensemble rehearsals. Dance band 
will also be offered. 

Band Workshop fees (inclusive of 
board, lodging and tuition): July 23 to 
July 27, $30.00; July 28 to August 4, 
$42.00. 

Minimum age limits: 14 years on July 
1, 1962. 

Band Directors’ Course: July 28 to 
August 44. Captain McLeod will be in 
charge. Each year, this course improves 
in content, largely because of band 
directors’ suggestions. Lessons will be 
offered in conducting, unfamiliar instru¬ 
ments, scoring, instrument repair, drill 
band, and dance band. The inclusive 
fee will be $42.00. A maximum of thirty 
bandmasters will be accepted. 

The entire Provincial Band and Or¬ 
chestra Workshop is restricted to direc¬ 
tors and instrumentalists of Alberta 
bands and orchestras. Out-of-Province 
instrumentalists should apply to attend 


Chicago Professor 
To Be Key Speaker 
At April Meeting 

Teachers of Health and Physical Edu¬ 
cation in the province will have the 
opportunity of hearing one of the out¬ 
standing men in the field at the inaug¬ 
ural meeting of the Alberta Teachers’ 
Association Specialist Council in Health 
and Physical Education to be held at 
Calgary on April 26 and 27. Dr. Arthur 
Steinhaus, Professor of Physiology and 
Dean of George Williams College in 
Chicago will be the feature guest speak¬ 
er at this conference. 

Although Dr. Steinhaus has been on 
the faculty of one college since 1920 
his teaching, research and professional 
activities are widespread. He has lec¬ 
tured in summer and evening sessions 
in a number of colleges in both the 
United States and Europe. During the 
war he served the United States Navy 
as civilian advisor on matters of phys¬ 
ical fitness and as consultant in physical 
rehabilitation. His research in physiol¬ 
ogy of exercise is well known. 

Plans for the conference call for three 
addresses by Dr. Steinhaus as well as 
speeches by Dr. M. Van Vliet and Dr. 
M. Howell of the University of Alberta 
and a representative of the Canadian 
Medical Association. 

Membership in the council is open to 
any member of the Alberta Teachers’ 
Association or to any non-member of 
the Association covered by the provi¬ 
sions of the Teachers’ Retirement Fund 
Act; any certified teacher in a private 
school and any member of the staff of 
the University of Alberta or the Depart¬ 
ment of Education who has a special 
interest in the field of health and/or 
physical education. 

All those eligible should plan to at¬ 
tend this first important conference. 
Registration will take place at the Cal¬ 
gary School Board Office between 8:45 
and 9:30 a.m. on Thursday, April 26. 
Further publicity will be available soon.

Each course, with the exception of 
basketry, is divided into three sessions, 
each session of three days duration, 
totalling thirty-six hours in all. The day 
and hours of each session is;

Thursday; 7 to 10 p.m. 

Friday; 7 to 10 p.m. 

The basketry course, which is to be 
held in Beaveriodge, will be fifteen 
hours in length, as follows; 

January 15 and 16; 7 to 10 p.m. 

January 17; 5 to 2 p.m., 7 to 10 p.m. 

January 18; 7 to 10 p.m. 

The fees per person for each course 
36 hours in length are $9.00. 

The fee for the basketry course, 15 
hours in iength, is $4.00 per person. 


The organization or community re¬ 
questing the course will be responsible 
for arranging a suitable location for 
each course, and will also be responsible 
for encouraging participation both local¬ 
ly and from at least two other com¬ 
munities to take part in the course of¬ 
fered. A suitable location would, natur¬ 
ally, depend upon the craft offered, 
but, as a rule, the following requisites 
must be taken into consideration. 

1. Sufficient room for 12-15 people to 
move about freely. 

2. Sufficient heat and lighting. 

3. Nearby source of water. 

4. Tables and chairs for a minimum 
of 8 people and a maximum of 12 people 
at which to work. 

5. Blackboard. 

6. At least one 110-volt electrical out¬ 
let. In the case of ceramics two 110- 
volt electrical outlets are needed. 

Equipment and supplies are provided 
by the Alberta Government for use 
only during the basic course. In such 
cases as basketry and leather those 
supplies not provided by the Govern¬ 
ment will be available from the instruc¬ 
tor at cost price.
